A lot of people are wondering it “it’s true” that the story of the 
Light Trust Street Car merger published in The Tribune Saturday is true. 
If anybody says it is not true, tell them that it is painfully true as to its 
essentials, and that if there are any mistakes they are in matters of detail.

Now of course the street car company has a right to get as good a 
franchise as it can and to sell its stock to whom it can for as much as 
it can get. The question is, are the people going to permit it? La Crosse 
is habitually called “a soft thing.” by all kinds of buncombe men. It has 
a more than ordinarily honest city council that is too much inclined to ac­ 
cept every man’s word as absolute veracity. This at times makes even the 
council “a soft thing.” 
We do not ask the aldermen to accept our statement of the case, but 
do ask them, and the public aski them, to make careful inquiry into 
the matter before giving the street car company this “plum.” There are 
thirty thousand people in La Crosse, all those of whom are old enough 
to entertain sentiments concerning the matter are loyal citizens. 
These 
people DEMAND that their interests be protected, and that their public 
service companies be not turned over to Chicago tribute hunters if the 
withholding or modification of a franchise will prevent it. 
It is not too late to act. A little caution now will save years of re­ 
gret. These who are acquainted with the facts realize that this city is 
on the verge of making a grave mistake, and warning having
